In  case  the  Mayor  shall  rei'use  or  neglect  to  call  a meeting  within  three  days  after  a requisi- 
tion for  that  purpose,  signed  by'’  three  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  at  the  least,  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Said  three  members  to  call  a meeting  of  the 
Municipal  Council  by  giving  such  notice  as  is  hereinafter  declared  in  that  behalf;  such  notice 
to  be  signed  by  the  said  three  members,  instead  of  the  Mayor,  and  stating  therein  the  business 
proposed  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting;  aud,  in  every'  case,  a summons  to  attend  the  Muni- 
cipal Council,  specifying  the  business  proposed  to  be  tran.sactcd  at  such  meeting,  signed  by  the 
.Mayor  or  the  members,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  left  at  the  usual  places  of  abode  of  every 
member  of  the  3Iunicipal  Council,  or  at  the  premises  in  the  Municipality  where  he  resides,  three 
clear  days  at  least  before  such  meeting;  and  no  business  .shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting 
other  than  the  business  which  is  specified  in  the  notice. 

The  3Iunicipal  Council  may,  out  of  their  own  body,  from  time  to  time  aj)point  such  and  so 
many  Committees,  and  consisting-  of  such  members  as  they  may  think  fit,  for  any  purposes 
which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  ilunicipal  Council,  would  be  better  regulated  and  managed  by 
means  of  such  Committees,  but  all  proceedings  of  such  Committees  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Municipal  Council. 

Every  By-Law  .sh.all  be  passed  by  the  vote  or  resolution  of  a least  four  members  of  the 
JIunicipal  Council,  aud  at  a meeting  where  at  least  four  members  of  the  ^Municipal  Council 
shall  be  present. 

.V  eopy  of  every  By-Law  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  .Municipal  Council,  within  one  month  after  the  final  passage  of  the  same,  signed  by  the  said 
Clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  iMayor  or  presiding  .Municipal  Councillor,  and  scaled  with  the 
Corporate  seal. 

The  rjayor  duly  elected  shall  be  designated  as  the  !Mayor  of  Nanaimo,  andhis  powers,  privi- 
leges, aud  duties,  save  as  altered  by,  or  inconsistent  with,  these  Letters  Patent,  shall  be  the 
.same  as  those  prescribed  by  “The  Municipality  .Vet,  1872,”  “The  .Municipality'  Act  Amcnd- 
meut  .-Vet,  1873,”  and  “ The  Municipality  Amendment  .\ct,  187-1. 
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A t sucli  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  tlie  Council  may  appoint  a Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  Avho  shall  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Council  may 
by  By-Law  appoint.
